^Workshop III entitled, "The Prisons and Jails." 


Angela DAVIS Introduced Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Maxwell, mothers 
of the "Soledad Brothers." She emphasized what had happened in 
Soledad Jail and that one of the prisoners had been held prisoneb 
for ten years. She stated that three young men in the cell block 
were killed and that the Judge who was handling the trial was \ 
Judge CAMPBELL who Is a racist judge. She stated that. the stalr4 
way In the jail had been ripped out and replaced to reconstruct 
evidence. The guard was chosen for the killing because of his 
marksmanship. She stated that the jails were racist, and in 
one instance in the Soledad Jail a knife had been brought in 
by the administration and given to a guard to use on a prisoner 
sources opinion, Angela DAVIS' speech was very much directed 
toward inciting people to riot. 


Angela DAVIS stated there would be a picnic on May 3 at 
Exposition Park and a short rally. This picnic or gathering 
would differ from previous gatherings as this would be held to 
Include relatives of prisoners whether they had a husband, son 
or a brother in jail. There will also be buses from Los Angeles 
to Salinas for the trials due to start on May 8. 

Sue CASTRO stressed also that because of what v/as happening in 
the jails we needed financial support, reams of paper, fliers 
distributed. One unidentified male (40 years, medium height. 
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medium build, gray hair, beard, glasses) who stated he was 
from the LEGAL AID WARRANTY FUND at 206 W. 4th Street, Room 
201, Santa Ana (see leaflet attached entitled, A REPORT FROM 
LEGAL AID WARRANTY FUND, which is regarding membership in 
subject organization and mentions survey recently conducted 
by this organization)* There was some discussion between 
this man and Sue CASTRO who stated that it was important to 
get people out of Jail, but the most important thing was to 
work on the people who were in Jails. 

A young man named Mike (investigator believes this to be \ 

Michael MCCARTHY) who had been in jail (possibly on parole at 
this time) stated he was in Jail at Soledad at the time of the 
killing. He mentioned the staircase being reconstructed and 
stated that the prisoners who were witnesses had either been 
released or transferred to other Jails where the attorneys I 
for the "Soledad Brothers" were unable to contact them.' I 

Kendra ALEXANDER stated there would be a meeting on the \ 

Soledad Brothers next Thursday, April 16 at 288 E. 50th Street. \ 
Literature will be handed out at the April 15 moratorium &n \ 
Los Angeles. Angela DAVIS stated we should be able to get \ 

people from the Moratorium to help in the rally for the. ‘ • p* 

Soledad Brothers and at the new Federal Building. Angela DAVIS 1 
stated the Federal Building rally would be held on May 2 and 
urged everyone to attend. 

* ^ I 

Mike also stated that the prison systems were not to rehabilitate!, 
but to destroy. The mothers of the Soledad brothers spoke very -l 
briefly and asked for support for their sons. One mother stated 
her son had been in Jail now for ten years. There was one F/Uex 
who spoke on the Hernandez brothers and said that the Chlcano 
community was starting their own oommittee to work on the release 
of the Hernandez brothers. There was another woman (middle aged, 
gray hair) who suggested that there should be a citizens group 
to go into every prison. She also said she hated to use the 
better group of people. She thought maybe these people oould 
be reached to be the ones to go in. 

Angela DAVIS asked for various groups to organize in various 
cities on the 15th against the polio e department. One young 
man by the name of Vince ROSE (15 or 16 years old) stated he 
came from Compton and was a member of CHAKA, He stated that 
he was organizing Compton. Kendra ALEXANDER then asked him 
to contact her at the following phone number: 234-0946 at 288 
East 50th Street (San Pedro & Main) where she would make \ 

literature available to him. The group then broke at approximately 
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4:00 p.m. for the committees to go into the main body and f , 

report what had come out of the group . The main body then i 
came together for reports from the six workshops. \ 

The first person, John WIRIN, was introduced by the man who \ 
chaired the meeting. John WIRIN who is from the ACLU gave a \ 
financial report. WIRIN stated that the budget for 1969 for \ 
the ACLU was $35,000. There was a deficit. .of $30,000 and he \ 
asked that the budget be accepted for 1970 and .stated it should\ 
be $45>000. A motion was made to accept this. Questions arose \ 
from the audience as to concentrating not only on black and \ 
white* but brown (Chlcano) groups also. These questions came • \ 
from Chicanos. \ 

I \ 

Rose CHERNIN then took over the microphone and stated that the 
ACLU would need money and that everyone In the room should go 
back to their own organizations and have their own organizations 
commit themselves to supporting the ACLU financially. She stated 
field workers were needed and we should support the black and 
brown communities. 

The. next speaker spoke on the High Schools (Workshop II). She 
stated there were fifteen points that came out bEf the workshop, 
.and she emphasized most especially, community control. The 
list included the followings - 

(1) Security guards be removed from ail campuses. 

(2) Reinstatement of all teachers who had been fired or 
suspended for “political reasons. 

(3) To institute community control with a fifteen man board. 

The board should Include five students, five teaohers and 
five members of the community with one vote each. That 
this would stop principal practices and override, their 
vetos. 

(4) To put ah end to systematically transferring traffic 
systems . 

(5) To eliminate I.Q. testing and have open administration in 
the colleges and free breakfasts for all students in Los 
Angeles- County. 

(6) That all teachers be protected by the Bill of Rights. 

(7) To end all suspension of students. 

(8) Free clinics, abortions and child care center on campuses. / 
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(9) The draft rights information "be placed in all guidance , 
offices. I 

(10) Open oampus and student identification cards Issued. \ 

(11) No discrimination on campus regarding speakers. That any\ 

speaker should he allowed to speak on any campus. 1 

(12) Ethnic classes, le: black and Chlcano history classes. \ 

(13) That English be taught to all Mexican students, j 

(14) Labor history 

(15) Abolish ROTC on all campuses and immediate amnesty for 
all the Roosevelt High Sohool arrestees. 

A motion was made from the floor for an amendment to #13 which 
is English being taught to all Mexicans. A minority of the 
group felt that Mexicans should be taught English, but that 
Spanish should be taught to. English speaking students also. 

This was vetoed. An amendment was made to #8 which is Free 
Clinics to add V.D. 

The next workshop was on Immigration (Workshop IV) and the 
speaker was Delfino VARELA. He stated that the law is an 
economic tool, it is not legal, it is immoral, but people are 
forced into this country without documents and the law should 
be abolished and' people should be allowed to enter as 
residents. He gave the following points; 

(1) Everyone in this country for one year will have Job 
? benefited labor, 

( 2 ) That the people who were here and had been here for a 
year were allowed to remain. 

(3) That all visas be progressed by administration to allow 
these people here without visas to remain. 

(4) The people who were here without documents will unite and 
that MAPA (MEXICAN AMERICAN POLITICAL ASSOCIATION) had 
already formed a working committee. It was also stated 
that we should support the KENNEDY-FAGAN Law. 

Davd WOODS spoke from the floor and wished to add the following 
amendments ; 

(1) The immediate removal of ROSENBERG and DELVERSIO (phonetic) 

(2) Completely eliminate Rosenberg’s office or appoint Chicanos 
to this office.

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(3) That we support Channel 28. 

It was also stated that we should open the Mexican border and \ 
make it as open as the Canadian Border. The chairman then \ 

asked Bert CORONA from labor and J4A PA to speak. Bert CORONA '* 

had apparently left. 

The next workshop was the Political Arrest and Political Trial 
(Workshop I). Angela DAVIS was the speaker. She spoke on the \ 
Soledad case and listed the following points: 

(1) We should not endorse any political candidate who would not 1 
support the "Soledad brothers." 

(2) That the trial and arrest of the "Soledad Brothers" and the 
Hernandez brothers should be publicized. 

(3) That we should have a continuation committee from this 
workshop of nine people. 

(4) That the LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE FOR THE DEFENSE OF THE BILL 
OF RIGHTS should endorse the LEGAL AID WARRANTY FUND. She 

: stated that the jails were racist and that we already had 
organizers for the coming week and for the Moratorium in 
Los Angeles from Compton, East Los Angeles, West Los Angeles, 
Orange County and' San Fernando Valley. ll J 

She then listed the events, the rally at Exposition Park and the 
demonst ration at the new Federal Building, The demonstration 
at the new Federal Building would start at 12:00 noon. She 
stressed the May 3 Exposition Park Rally and pionlc and stressed 
that families of all people in jail would be there. That we 
would also mass leaflet the April 15 march about this event. 

She stated that we should visit prisons and mentioned reconstruction 
of the staircase and said that prisoners should be returned their 
rights as they have no rights. They have no medical care and they 
have no financial help. 

An unidentified Chicano then took the microphone and stated 
(the first name given for him was "Shorty") that the Chicanos 
were not represented by the LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE FOR THE DEFENSE 
OF THE BILL OF RIGHTS. He stated that nobody cared about the 
Chicanos,- they lived In the barrios where cops busted their heads 
In. He was quite emotional and also quite angry. When he left 
the microphone, he also left the room. 

Rose CHERNIN then got u.p and stated that we should support this 
young man and w© should also support the Chicanos. 
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The next speaker was on National Repression with Lucy FRIED. 

Lucy FRIED stated that there had been a conference recently 
in Chicago and that Bobby Seale's trial would be July 4 in 
New Haven, Connecticut. She stated that Franklin ALEXANDER 
would be reporting back from New Haven on the Bobby SEALE 
trial. That there would be buses available to send people 
from Los Angeles to New Haven. She touched oh Marie HILL 
who has been sentenced to death and asked that telegrams be 
sent to the Governor of North Carolina to commute her sentence. 

She also referred to an article on Marie HILL which is in the 
?£H ohed copy of THE SOUTHERN PA TRIOR (Vol. 28, No. 1, January 
1970 published by the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND (SCEF 
Louisville, Ky.). Lucy FRIED was handing the PATRIOT to anyone 
she could. 

She also requested that telegrams be sent to the Justice Department 
procesting the arrest of the students from Mississippi and she 

proposed five people be a Continuation Committee. 

. - \ 

An unidentified male, negro then spoke and related that there 
should be unity between the BLACK PANTHER PARTY and the blaok &L 
community. That there were people now studying tactics on how 
to handle Seale's trial in New Haven. He also stated that the 
interest and strength should not be centered on Just Seale, but 
should be oentered and directed toward unity of the black 
community and the BPP. 


The next speaker spoke on Health and Welfare (Workshop VT) and 
brought out the following points: ‘ . 

(1) That there should be coordinated type of defense which is 
needed. 

(2) . That there should be a defense committee set up with various 

committees within their organization to support and defend 
their own people. 

1 

(3) A publicity committee be set up to make the public aware of 
the defense committee. 

(4) All those who have not specified which committee they would 
work on for defense would leave names and addresses. 

(5) To investigate ways to extend the BPP Free Breakfast program. 
She also stated that the group should Identify with community 
groups on Health, welfare and housing. 
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The next speaker gave his name as MILLEX (phonetic). He 
stated that he came from Compton and was a member of CHAKA. \ 
He was extremely belligerent and at one point asked for the 1 
doors to be opened so that he could speak to the people who 1 
had left the meeting and gone into the halls either to talk 
or start drinking. He stated that the proposals we had heard 
were all important* some of the programs were myth. He 
stressed the need for the food program and he stressed the 
drug problem. He ‘stated that his group, CHAKA, was going to 
get rid of the drugs in Compton whether they had to do this 
legally or Illegally.

2) Throughout the evening hours at LACC on 5/14/70, the radicals used j 
the Student Center to conduct a public rally. At this rally in question \ 
the radicals showed films and listened to two main speakers. The speakers 
were ALEXI CLEMET (phonetic., spelling) and HARRY VINCENT. Mr. C IE MPT is 
supposed to be. a former ' teacher , and possihily a former teacher at LACC. 
CLEMET says he is a retired teacher. CLEMET says he is over 65 but looks 

55 at the most. CLEMET physically resembles PAC boss IRVIN SARN0EE a lot. 
CLEMET stated that he was in the Soviet Union when- the Russian Communist 
revolution of LENIN took place. CLEMET does have somewhat of an accent that • 
could properly be termed as Russian, CLEMET spoke against the U.S. Govern- 
ments war in Vietnam and throughout South Asia. CLEMET ridiculed religiop. 
to a certain extent. CLEMET also offered rationalisations for the Soalmist 
syndrome of Russian Communism and other types of Communism as well. CLEMET 
in a way mouthed the ' present Soviet Party line but did not say he was pro- 
Soviet and did not do it word for word. CLEMET also spoke at the Student 
Center earlier in t'he day. CLEMET stated that he has spent many years m tne 
Soviet Union and was passed off to the group listening as a Russian history 
specialist. CLEMET’ s speech that he made around 2.00 P.M. at the Student 
Center was almost identical to the speech, he made around 7*30 P.M. at the 
SC. CLEMET’ s view' is that terrorism by Communists is something that should 
be done as a necessity. CLEMET nevertheless spent much time apologising for 
what Russian Communist terrorism las done. CLEMET said that the Russians 
under Communism became strict when LENIN was alive because the Red regime 
was being attacked by foreign troops who were in the then Soviet Union. 
CLEMET stated that American troops were in Russia and that tney were trying 
to topple the Red regime.

VINCENT said that the students were illegally in the area. HV said this is j 
true under law considering the actions that Gov. RHODES had taken. HV said j 
that he did not believe that the Guard was sufficiently provoked to start jj 

shooting at the students. He said that he did not hear any gunshots being j 

fired at the Guard. He said that ACLU testimony, whatever that is, had 80 
witnesses testimony and that one person out of the BO had said that he had 
heard something like a gunshot but that he was the only one. HV also said 
that one student had spotted a local police agent on the campus and was _ 
chasing him. HV said that the police agent was authorised to carry a .38 
caliber pistol by the local police. HV said that the gun the agent carries 
was impounded by authorities and sent to the FBI in Washington D.C. for 
laboratory analysis. He inferred that something was wrong when ”L. EDGAR’S 
boys" analyze the gun instead of local or -state police. HV described himself 
being in an area and, after hearing syncconised gunfire, looking around ana 
seeing the dead and wounded.

ON LAW AND POVERTY were made by Source: 

1. The LANLSS program, which was originally designed to help the oppressed, 
poor people, began a change in its policies approximately one year ago when

of complaints and suits against the police departments and was 
the result of LANLSS and its Board of Directors being infil- 
trated by extreme left-wing attorneys and individuals (whom 
Source described as being disheveled and dirty in their ap- 
pearance) .

The march in protest of the two 
recent Chicano killings by seven policemen will take place in East 
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Los Angeles 8-8-70 . Further discussion as to duties of the 
committees involved in Watts Festival will take place Saturday 
and there will also be discussion on a Pressure Committee aimed 
at political officials.

friend of Mary Ann Holser. . She stated that if speaking that night 
would also get her a ticket to Oregon, that would be fine with hex*© 

Mrs 0 Murfry said she didnt know exactly what the group wanted to hear# 
so she would tell them about herself 'and her work, and the reason she 
believes in the women’s liberation movement o 

The speaker explained that she is a divorcee with two childrens 
She gave details to. describe her sad plight 9 stating that she feels 
she is being discriminated against because of her sex© She described 
her work as a registered nurse at the ’’Crisis Center” at the Orange 
County Hospital© She stated that while she feels perfectly capable 
of doing the same work as the male social worker, she does not re« 
ceive equal pay© She told the audience that she counsels women who 
have taken overdoses of drugs, suicide cases, and many others who 
have severe depressions because of their humdrum lives as unfulfilled 
women© Mrs 0 Murfry stated that many of the women she treats would 
be better off if they could have ’’abortion on demand 13 © Here, a woman 
(probably in her sixties) asked if "abortions” are a part of the 
platform of NOW© A rather lively discussion ensued among the women 
present during which the woman mentioned above stated that she def- 
initely favors thei stand of the Catholic Church© Fern Palmer, a 
Whittier WISP and close associate of Stella Religa, suggested a vote 
be taken of those favoring abortion and those against© Those favor- 
ing were in the majority; however, several persons abstained© 

Fern Palmer Was quick to say that differences of opinion was good© 

Mrs© Claire Murfry, the speaker, answered a few questions be- 
fore she left* She stated that she feels so discriminated against 
because of her sex in the nursing field that she is going to go into 
acting. She definitely feel3 NOW should work for nursing care centers 
so that women like hex* can be free to pursue their careers, and not 
have to waste her talent and training by staying at home with children 
and household drudgery© 

A woman who signed her name on the attendance sheet ( circulated 
by Fern* Palmer at the urging .of Stella Religa) as "a Mrs, Parcel'

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told the audience that she felt she had been fired because her em- 
ployer wanted a man to fill the position for which she was better 
qualified than he. She said she worked for a pharmeceutical house 
-until April of this year. She felt that excuses were made for firing 
her that were not just© She also blamed an appointee '*of Reagan ! s" 
whose placement in the company, she said, contributed to her job loss® 
Mrs© Religa asked Mrs. Parcel to write up the particulars of her 
case and NOW would have their knowledgeable people study it© Mrs© 
Religa laughed when she."suggested that they could at least make a 
fuss for the employer® Fern palmer advised that the matter be sent

"The first speaker was announced as Dr. WOLFENSTEIN, 
Sociology Professor UCLA. 

"He spoke on the life of ANGELA DAVIS, from her 
birth, schooling, her desire to help her people, what he said 
was her-; first-hand experience of prejudice she learned as 
she grew up in the South, her efforts to help the Soledad 
Brothers, and her capture on a charge, he said "was illegal 
and false. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY was the next speaker. 

"She said the reason the Communist Party stands for 
the defense and freedom effort for ANGELA DAVIS is that 
DAVIS is a political prisoner and is innocent. 

"HEALEY said ANGELA DAVIS turned- to the Communist 
Party because DAVIS knew of the oppression of the black, brown 
and red people in the United States. 

"A JOHN SEGAL, the next speaker- was introduced as 
an attorney. White, about 27.

"JOHN SEIGAL stated that the charge against ANGELA 
DAVIS was not legal and that her case could be heard by a

"He said to get a jury of her peers could be a 
difficult task and to get a fair trial after all the press, 

TV, exposure on the alleged use of her guns in the escape 
attempt, etc., would be very difficult. 

" SEIGEL called it a political trial and spoke on 
legal aspects, etc. 

"The last speaker, was a TUG HAYS or HAYNES, a N$gro 
about mid-twenties or more, very dark, stocky build. 

"It was stated he was with the National Committee to 
Free Angela Davis and offices located at,- 3^50 W. *+3rd. St., 
Suite 10*+, Los Angeles, Calif. 

"HAYS or HAYNES said, "notice we say for the freedom, 
not defense of Angela Davis". 

"He said she has good lawyers but one moved his 
family to Calif, for the trial and the others too, live 
good, so the cost will be great. 

"He stated the trial will cost about $500,000, for 
her defense, so donations are needed but will not be a money 
changer in the temple. He added that donations could be 
given in the lobby, also that pins, pictures, booklets, etc. 
are on sale. 

"He said the articles cost money, the lawyers, and 
bail for DAVIS will all have to be taken cafe of by the public's 
support for ANGELA.

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"He said at UCLA, Dr. WOLFENSTEIN said the faculty, 
non-teaching workers , and students have their own groups to 
aid ANGELA. 

"The National Committee to Free Angela Davis he 
said works with all groups. 

“He -said he is not a Communist but they accept help 
from all political beliefs, races, etc. 

“HAYS, HAYNES, etc, said when a reasonable bail is 
set, you can help by giving $10,000, or placing one’s home 
as security or a factory, or- even one dollar. 

“He said the trial could last one to one and a half 
years andtthey don’ t want ANGELA to suffer in jail any longer 
than they can help avoid. 

"He stated a long stay in jail can effect some people 
so they want to get her out as soon as a reasonable bail 
is set. 


"A Question period was held and one man asked 
HEALEY what she thought .of all the Russians gilled because 
of politics 5 is there a counter-part to her in -Russia, and 
her opinion on violence? 

"HEALEY replied she wa£ against violence and that 
there is a better way, by winning the minds of enough people 
until they change this evil capitalistic system. 

"She said she will back those who use violence if 
they are fighting for the people and the same goals as she is. 

, “HEALEY said violence in Socialist nations does not 
compare to the violence of the imperialists of the' world. 

"She said of her counter-part in Russia of course 
there is dissent in Russia and when the whole world changes 
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and it ? s accepted, then it’ll be a fine world. 

’’She stated she was in jail at 1-5 for joining drive 
to get unemployment pay and now it’s an accepted thing of the 
nation and other countries . 

’’HEALEY said she has been in jail several times, 
once on the Smith Act, for anyone who used the CARL MARX 
saying, ’’Smash the bourgeois”, was. jailed. 

’’Another nam asked, ”why did ANGELA DAVIS flee 

Calif.”? 


”Dr. WOLFENSTEIN said what would one expect, ANGELA 
saw BOBBY SEALE gagged in court, knew how JACKSON of the V> 
Soledad Bros., was charged with murder of a guard when JACKSON 
was locked in another quarter of the prison at the time, how 
HUEY NEWTON’s life was at stake, and other examples, so w&at 
should she have done, walk into the jail and^say here I am? 

’’WOLFENSTEIN said, as to having the guns, anyone 
could have taken the guns without ANGELA’-s knowledge . 

"If.-she was riding around with the one JACKSON 
brothers, her. bodyguard the guns could have been taken by 
anyone for you wouldn’t lock your suitcase if -.traveling with 
friends or a relative, WOLFENSTEIN said. 

”He stated she would not have signed for guns, 
giving her name, etc., if they were to be used a few days 
later in an escape attempt so it must be provened she knew 
or planned for there use and this can’t be provened. 

”He said any liberal person needs protection and 
that after her Communist membership was made known, threats 
were made on her life, so of course one would carry 
protection. 

"The man who asked the question, replied he would.
